NEW YORK, May 1. 


A Washington special says the of- 


icers of the Treasury are anxious to 
do anything possible to relieve the 
stringency m the fractional money in 
New 1'oik and othei places. The 
rouble is that they i are completely 
tied by the law, which requires that 
no silver shall be paid out except in 
exchango for fractional currency 
The difficulty has been that scnphas 
not come in so rapidly as usual for 
redemption, and the silver, there- 
fore, has been poured out much 
slower than was expected. The en 
tire disbursement up to last week has 
been within a few thousand of 81,- 
000,000, and half of all the currency 
that was in the department awaiting 
ledemption at the time tho silver bill 
became a law, had been redeemed, 
and silver immediately issued for all 
the fractional currency 
received 


There has been an inciease for the 
last few clays in the receipts for cur 
rency for redemption of about 200 
packages daily, containing an aver
